Supplies are 
moved by oxcart at night.** On 9 July, medium tanks and field guns were 
included in Nanam supplies. 


2. About 210 tanks and armored cars participated in the attack on the South 
Korean border on 25 June. The tanka were driven by Soviets but the 
South Korean resistance was found to be weak, the Soviet crews were replaced 
by North Korean troops and the Soviets were taken to Chorwon (127-12, 38-lit) 
and Sinmak (126*11*5 38-26). Nanam is the assembly area for tanks, including 
the T«3l*5 armed with 80 to 90 mm. guns. Cto 9 July an undetermined number of 
heavier tanks (70 to 80 tons) were assembled at Nairn. 
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On 3 July, the North Korean army began confiscating cows and pigs from 
farmers. Hie army took rice from Maruboshi Warehouse in Seoul to feed the 
troops, and intended to export Korean doth to USSR.
